Sndemnity for the Loss of a Registered Letter. 


Tho following Regulations as to the 
Indemnity to bo-paid-in certain cases on 
the loss of Registered correspondence have 
been mado by His Excelloncy the Governor 
under Ordinance 10 of 1876, Section XUL 

The Post Office is not legally responsible 
for the safe delivery of Registered corres- 
pondence, but hencaforth it will be pre- 
pared to make good the contents of such 
correspondence lost while passing through 
the Post, to the extent of $10,-in certain 
cases, provided :— 

1, That the sender duly observed all the 
conditions of Registration require. 

2. That the letter was scourely enclosed 
in 5 reasonably atrong envelope, 

8, That application was made to the 
Postmaster General of Hongkong im- 


mediately. the loss was discovered, the Pi 


envelope being invariably forwarded with 
suoh applies ion unless {t also is lost, 
4 That the Postmaster General is satia- 


fied that the loss occurred whilst the corres- 


yndence was in the-custody of the British 
Postal administration in China, that it was 
not caused by any fault on the part of the 
sendor, by destruction by fire, or shipwreck, 
nor by the disho-esty or negligenoe of any 
person not in the 

ongkong Post Office, . : 

5. No compensation can be paid for mere 
damage to fragile articles such as portratta, 
watohes, handsomely bound books, &o, 
which reach their destination, although in 
& broken or deteriorated condition, ~
